ARTSAT2: DESPATCH (FO-81) 
Satellite Goes Dark 


01/05/2015 

The ARTSAT2: DES- 
PATCH sculpture/satellite 
(FO-81) has stopped trans- 
mitting after 1 month. The 
satellite was one of two 
carrying Amateur Radio 
payloads that were 
launched December 3 on- 
board a Japan Aerospace 
Exploration Agency 
(JAXA) vehicle into an 
Earth-escape orbit as piggyback payloads of the Haya- 
busa 2 asteroid sample-return mission into deep space. 
Crafted as a physical art object, ARTSAT2: DES- 
PATCH transmitted a CW beacon on 437.325 MHz. 
The other Amateur Radio payload was Shin’en 2 
(Abyss 2). Ground controllers at Tama Art University, 
who had estimated the spacecraft's battery would last 
for 27 days, concluded the satellite’s mission on Janu- 
ary 3.

Planning is continuing for the mid-May flight of 
SHARP-4, a high altitude balloon cross-band re- 
peater (possibly a 250 gram Puxing UV973). The 
balloon will likely carry an APRS beacon as well so 
2-metre interference could be significant. By using 
a 3000 gram balloon the payload, could reach a 
record altitude (for SHARP) of 135000 feet and be 
airborne for up to 5 hours. The greater altitude will 
increase the size of the radio footprint. Thunder 
Bay should be well within the footprint so | look 
forward to this experiment.
